WOLVES AND FOXES IN THE WEST

The Reason , For The Prevalence of The
Former on The Plains.

Some Lamar fox hunters were dis-

cussing the prevalence of wolves and
the decrease in the nnmber of foxes
thereabout. This they explained easily.

In the' first place the wolf is strong
hardy and a great breeder. A wolf will
begin to rear puppies when he is a
year old, and! there are from nine to
twelve In .a litter. Usually every puppy
in the litter lives to be a full grown
wolf.

count bill, providing for a recounting
of the ballots east in the Mceiellan-llear- t

election, had been also misprint-
ed and could tiot.be passed .yesterday
as result. "This is the measure Governor
Hughes has asked-for.- The error in the
bill was so obvious niid clunrsy that
when taken in conjunction with that in
tho Bingham bills and may lead to an

investigation.
Anti-Tick- et Speculators' Bill Killed.
The Senate yesterday recommitted

and (hereby practically killed the Saxe
bill, designed to amend the penal code
by providing a penalty for persons in-

dulging in sidewalk speculation in the-

atre tickets. This was a companion of
the bill defeated Monday night which

sought to prohibit the issuance of li-

censes to ticket speculators.

"That' a pretty good sample of fol-

lowing the steel,'" said the building
exjiert, pointing tip to the clouds. The
man of the street the. uninitiated lay-

manglanced over the modern Tower
of Babel, but the phrase, "following
the steel," remained Greek to him.

"What is it!" said he. .

"Well, just look bard, and you'll see
that the tile and brick squads "are right
on the heels of the steel works. In
skyscraper parlance that is 'following
the steel.'

"See where the derrick 1. That's the
W's see ten, eleven, twelve; that's

the thirteenth story. There's where the
steel ends now. That gives them less
than a month to put up the framework
of the other twelve stories, which is
'going some,' isn't it T After the steel
workers come the riveters, then the.
men who put in the fireproof tiling, and
then the bricklayers. A good deal de-

pends on regularity of supply, but in
a big job like this there's generally
enough material on hand to keep things
humming."

Every few minute a big eart thund-
ered up the run to the plateau of boards
serving as a lower floor and dumped a
load of bricks buff and red, fancy and
common or a load of tile into Cue base-
ment to be whirled aloft on the ele-

vator.
"Thev have to keep things moving,"

the skyscraper artist went on. "You
can't lug in this part of the town.

515,000,000.

These Instructions have
been today enlarged by the secretary so
that the public deposits with national
bank depositories in New York City will
be at once increased about $15,000,000
from customs receipts, under the provi-
sions of the act of March 4. 1907.

"This action is taken with a view to
facilitating the redemption of the 4 per
cent bonds of 1907 and also to render
available additional funds for the usual
disbursements occurring on the first prox-
imo."

This statement wa also given out:
'The secretary of the treasury ha
